The primary purpose of this position is to provide ground and flight instruction to
upgrade pilot skills to obtain maximum performance on the unit-equipped (UE)
helicopter or airplane.

1. AREA OF CONSIDERATION: Nationwide. All applications will be accepted; however, first
consideration will be given to current permanent technicians of the California Air National
Guard.

2. CONDITIONS OF EMPLOYMENT: a. Must qualify for appropriate level of security
clearance required by the position. b. Must wear appropriate military uniform including
required grooming standards. c. Must maintain a compatible military unit, grade, and job
assignment as required by current directives. d. Must participate in PD/EFT (Direct
Deposit).

3. MILITARY GRADE AVAILABLE: OFFICER GRADE 0-1 THROUGH 0-5. PRIOR TO
EFFECTIVE DATE OF PERSONNEL ACTION, SELECTEE MUST OCCUPY A COMPATIBLE
MILITARY POSITION WITHIN A COMPATIBLE UNIT IN OFFICER GRADE 0-1 THROUGH
O-5 OR HAVE A COMPATIBILITY WAIVER APPROVED BY NATIONAL GUARD BUREAU.
GRADE INVERSION IS NOT ALLOWED. IF THIS IS A SUPERVISORY POSITION, THE
MILITARY GRADE OF SELECTEE MUST BE EQUAL TO OR HIGHER THAN THE MILITARY
GRADE OF THOSE TO BE SUPERVISED.

4. QUALIFICATION REQUIREMENTS:

a. General: Must be a rated pilot on flying status; be proficient in the unit-assigned
aircraft (or similar type aircraft), possess the flying time established by gaining command
criteria, and the certificates and ratings required for the position.
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b. Specialized: Must be graduate of USAF Undergraduate Pilot Training or other
service equivalent; be current and qualified in the HH-60 aircraft; participate in tactical
and cross-country missions; plans and schedules training; acts as advisor to
Commander on conduct of safe flying operations; serves as Search and Rescue
Coordinator; manages flying operations.

CREDITING NATIONAL GUARD EXPERIENCE: NATIONAL GUARD SERVICE MAY BE
CREDITED AS FULL-TIME EXPERIENCE WHEN EVALUATED AGAINST THE
QUALIFICATION REQUIREMENTS FOR A MILITARY TECHNICIAN POSITION.
EXPERIENCE MUST BE DIRECTLY RELATED TO THE POSITION AND MUST BE
DESCRIBED IN THE WORK EXPERIENCE SECTION OF THE APPLICATION. THE LEVEL

d. Knowledgeable of regulations governing flying operations and associated training
requirements.

e. Ability to work with others in developing and managing training programs which
maintain or enhance combat capability.
